Homophobes: the straight pride parade 
marches every day 


WHY, PEOPLE, WHY MUST IT 
come to this? Do you truly need 
your hand held and the conse- 
quences of your actions explained at 
every cheap whim?

HAS ANYONE NOTICED THAT 
the charges leveled last week 
against Saddam Hussein bore no 
relation to the reasons offered by 
President Bush for his preemptive 
invasion of Iraq?

too, you know. Oh, not problems like other 
people: you never wonder where your next 
meal is coming from (someone brings it to you, 
and it better be exactly what you want), or 
where you'll sleep (in your mansion, or possi- 
bly a luxury hotel), or question the existence of 
God (you are God). But they have lots of emo- 
tional problems, many from the pressures of 
fame and the burden of the excesses rock star- 
dom furnishes, but also some like the ones you 
and I have, where we sometimes don't like the 
people who are closest to us. 

When you're a lucrative band, this is a prob- 
lem. That big gorgeous money-spinning, pres- 
tige-endowing machinery that’s grown up 
around you is all predicated on your mutual 
will to continue as a band. Around the time 
they were going into the studio to record their 
most recent album, Metallica's will was at a 20- 
year low ebb. 

And that’s where we join the band at the 
start of Joel Berlinger and Brute Sinofsky’s 
Some Kind of Monster, a documentary shot over 
two years and shaved down from a mind-bog- 
gling 1,600 hours of footage toa bum-numbing 
140 minutes. But for what amounts to a reality 
TV show, which should never be more than an 
hour, Some Kind of Monster is mostly entertain- 
ing, even moving, if you can find it in yourself 
to sympathize with the plight of zillionaire 
rock stars. 


HEAVY METAL WHINE 

The filmmakers first contacted the band 
about using their music in Paradise Lost, a doc- 
umentary about the trial and conviction of 
three teen scapegoats for the murder of three 
young boys in West Memphis, Arkansas (visit 
www.wm3.org for more information about the 
case). Metallica let them use several of their 
songs for free. Berlinger and Sinofsky also pro- 
duce shows for VH-1 and other music chan- 
nels, so they pitched the band on a documen- 
tary.

Slackers, a Super 8mm feature with no plot to 
speak of. He follows it with the cult hit Dazed 
and Confused, a period 70s film with a similar 
lack of plot but plenty of rock ’n’ roll partying.

When his sort-of higher-end version of 
Slackers, SubUrbia, gets little attention, he writes 
and directs a bonafide Hollywood gangster 
period flic, The Newton Boys. It bombs, so he 


returns a fevgiyears later with an animated 
(painstakingly rotoscoped, no less) philosophi- 
cal talking-head movie—Waking Life. It gets 
major criticakacclaim but makes very little 


money. So, headapts a stage play (Tape), 
which nobody sees, but which somehow leads 
him to direct the mainstream smash-hit come- 
dy School of Rock, which earned $130 million 
globally. 

As if to backpedal from his Cineplex glory, 
he answers SoR with Before Sunset, a sequel to 
Before Sunrise. It’s set nearly a decade after the 
original and is a much more complex movie in 
terms of narrative, technical aspects, and act- 
ing. How does Linklater get around with balls 
so big and brassy? He must go “clink-clink- 
diink-clink” when he walks. 

In Before Sunrise, Hawke plays Jesse, an 
American in his early 20s finishing up a 
European vacation when he meets French 
grad student Celine (julie Delpy) on a train. He 
essentially dares her to hang out with him in 
Vienna before his flight, which leads to an 
intense yet realistic 14-hour relationship. To 
discover if their love is genuine, they decide 
not to exchange contact info but, rather, to 
meet six months later on a train platform. 
ee Sunset is their next meeting, nine years

There are a few rock-starrish diversions on 
the way: an archival collage of alcoholism and 
naked boobies interwoven with Hetfield’s inj 
tial attempts to write lyrics for Temptation;a =~ 
sequence where Ulrich sells his huge art col- 
lection for a squidillion dollars, and another 
where they audition bass players. If you’ve 
ever had fantasies about being a rock star o1 
winning the lottery, you must see the look o: 
Robert Trujillo’s face when Metallica offers 
him a million dollars to join the band, Ulrich’s 
therapist-mandated encounter session with 
metal rival Dave Mustaine, Metallica’s origi- 
nal guitarist who was bounced from the band 
early on and formed Megadeth, veers 
between heart wrenching and hilarious as 
Mustaine rues aloud his life in Metallica’s 
shadow. 

Two and a half hours may be a bit much of 
rock star problems, but you do end up gaining 
some respect and a little affection for these 
shaggy headcases. They seem like okay guys 
and you have to credit them for snatching tri- 
umph from the jaws of adversity, especially in 
the feelings department, which guys are never 
very good at. Not everyone's going to care, 
but Metallica fandom isn’t necessarily a pre- 
requisite for enjoying Some Kind of Monster. 
Rock stars though they be, they have feelings 
just like you, and maybe itll make you feel a 
little better knowing that they’re fucked up 
too.

Political compromise and desperate 
swapping of allegiances are not 
unheard of, and only the strongest of 
wills can avoid being bullied into 
putting out just for the sake of avoid- 
ing a possible worst-case scenario.

at worst 

At least it’s understandable. 
Sometimes compromise buys time 
while you figure out your next move 
And certainly for most people it’s far 
easier to figure out your next move 
under controlled circumstances than 
in an atmosphere of violence and 
chaos. Unfortunately, such compro- 
mise is a tacit approval of the deal- 
maker's plans, and it may also help 
your enemy get stronger. It’s a crap- 
shoot 

That was the crux of the argument 
for wartime France in the 1940s, 
which is when Bon Voyage takes 
place. France’s capitulation to the 
Germans in World War II shamed 
many of the French, but to be com- 
pletely frivolous, think of the narra- 
tive riches of a nation under occupa- 
tion! 

Frederic (Gregori Derangere) is a 
writer. One night, he gets pulled into 
the larger drama of the French occu- 
pation, but first, the no lesser drama 
of Viviane Denvers (an amazingly 
well-preserved Isabelle Adjani), diva 
of the cinema and former girl next 
door. Nervously fluttering her eye- 
lashes, hurling herself onto her gauzy 
white bed in tears, Viviane asks him 
to help cover up the “accidental” 
death of Andre Arpel, one of her ex- 
lovers.

director Federico Fellini’s turn from 
fable-like, neo-realist-influenced tales, 
like La Strada and Nights of Cabirial, to 
sprawling, self-indulgent, and halluci- 
natory sagas of modern depravity. 
The title translates as The Sweet Life, 
but it is as bitterly ironic a title as 
could be conceived. As the film pro- 
gresses, it morphs from a fairly light- 
hearted chronicle of Rome's glitzy 
nightlife to a nightmarish depiction of 


a life adrift in the tawdry spoils of 
celebrity and wealth. 

Marcello Mastroianni stars as 
Marcello, a suave journalist who 
works the society beat and stalks 
celebrities with his photographer pal, 
Paparazzo. Marcello used to have 
artistic aspirations, but now he con- 
tents himself with a high-profile 
byline and access to the bored society 
ladies and international sex kittens his 
job provides. The film unfolds a 
parade of debauchery as Marcello 
moves between assignments and 
women, dallying with a drunken 
heiress (Anouk Aimee), whose hus- 
band occasionally treats her to a black 
eye, a jet-setting Swedish movie star 
(Anita Ekberg), and a retinue of quasi- 
intellectual deadbeats who don't let 
their privilege and education get in 
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the way of a good party. 

For all his tomcatting, Marcello 
seems to possess a fundament of fec| 
ing. He has an unhinged, needy 
fiancée (Yvonne Furneaux) he seem 
unable to detach himself from, and | 
overtures to other women seem tota 
ly sincere, as though any one of the 
dissolute dames might be able to he|; 
him point himself toward redempti 
and some accomplishments he can | 
proud of. But he’s also as ruthless, 
manipulative, and dishonest as his 
trade or his whims dictate. 

The only-person he has much 
respect for is Steiner (Alain Cluny), an 
intellectual with a happy family, artis- 
tic friends, and a handsome salon to 
host them in. But when Steiner sud- 
denly commits an inexplicable act of 
violence, Marcello increasingly loses 
his grip on his principles and slides 
further into the decadent life his job 
affords. He eventually abandons jour- 
nalism and surrounds himself with 
even more degenerate hangers-on, 
wasting the good will of his friends 
and the genuine emotions of the few 
people who used to know him. 

At three hours, La Dolce Vita is an 
exhausting voyage into the dark night 
of Marcello’s soul, but it’s illuminated 
by stunning imagery and Fellini’s 
incomparable skill with simulating 
the delirium ofa full-on bacchanal or 
in this case, several of them. Whatever 
Marcello is pursuing, he does so 
exhaustively, and observing it all 
witha studied detachment that belies 
his involvement with the whole 
messy business. The film starts out 
rather light in tone, but grows increas 
ingly dark and troubling, until the cle 
ments of degradation and resentment 
cteep into Marcello’s interactions witli 
others, and his guttering optimism is 
finally extinguished in a wash of 
booze and sleazy thrill-seeking. 
Marcello is confronted by the possilil- 
ity of redemption, which he may ot 
may not be equipped to recognize.

MADDENINGLY MEDIOCRE, 
King Arthur is filled with glimmers 
of greatness but becomes so tedious- 
ly predictable that all joy evaporates. 

Arthur doesn’t simply retell the 
King Arthur legend; according to the 
tagline, the new version is “the 
untold true story that inspired the 
legend.” One wonders why the 
moviemakers would emphasize 
truth ina film as wholeheartedly 
anachronistic as King Arthur. What 
this supposed dialogue with history 
achieves is the removal of magic 
from the proceedings while it main- 
tains the same sort of fantastical, 
larger-than-life heroic characters 
who populate the original tales, all 
inflected by a heavy dose of pop 
story telling. 

Here Arthur is a Roman who has 
inherited command of the knights of 
Britain. The Romans control the 
south of the great isle; the nomadic 
pagan Woads, led by Merlin, control 
the north. They may do battle, but 
Arthur and Merlin respect each 
other, which leads them to band 
together against the Saxons when 
they invade. 


The film establishes an array of 
interesting characters but doesn’t 
allow the audience to develop an 
emotional attachment to them. 
Arthur and his knights are played 
like a Dark Ages version of the seven 
samurai, but the knights are only 
glimpsed; this wouldn’t be so frus- 
trating if such glimpses were actual- 
ly interesting. The movie is bogged 
down so much with plot that the 
characters are lost in relentless story 
progression. 

The final battle scene falters in 
particular. The climactic skirmish is 
clearly modeled on similar scenes in 
Braveheart and Lord of the Rings, but it 
sustains neither the emotional reso- 
nance of Braveheart nor the epic 
scope of Rings. It plays out as a 
smaller, stupider, more predictable, 
and all-around weaker copy of those 
scenes, which causes the film to con- 
clude ona low note. In fact, with the 
exception of a fight waged ona 
frozen lake, most of the action is 
tepid as best. 

King Arthur feels as though it’s 
been softened up to earn a US PG-13 
rating: where a gory battle might 
have added critical impact to the 
otherwise limp production, this 
tween-friendly fair simply leaves it 
watered down. 

The acting is passable. Clive 
Owen makes an imposing and hero- 
ic Arthur. Keira Knightly plays

FACT: HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF. 
While meeting with Chris Bateman and Eric 
Budd—bassist and vocalist/organ maestro of 
Edmonton’s Operators *780*, respectively— 
at a Whyte Ave coffee shop the afternoon 
before the band makes their way to Victoria 
for Skafest, can’t help but recall sitting 
down with Bateman and drummer lan 
Whitham last year, mere hours prior to their 
undertaking the same annual journey. And 
with their first full-length at last ready for 
release, here’s some more Operators deja vu 

‘. for ya: it’s slated to be out exactly a year 
(okay, minus a day) from the unveiling of 
their Longshot Records debut EP, Power 
Version. But don’t for a moment think that 
the self-titled album will be a mere rehashing 
of the past—their second Longshot release 
isn’t even derivative of their own acclaimed 
2003 EP.

“| hope that people’s idea of what we are 
isn’t stuck on what we did a year-and-a-half 
or two years ago,” says guitarist Brad 
Nattrass in a separate interview over the 
phone. “[This record is] the most unique 
thing we've ever put out, and it’s also more 
accessible for listeners because it’s not just 
stuck in this ska/reggae style. It encompasses 
a bunch of stuff that we used to do, that 
we've never really put out—like actual dub 
songs. It’s also a lot of new stuff; new music 
that we've been interested in—everyone is 
influenced by their own new tastes.” 

Budd's take is much the same. He 
explains, “The past recordings we've done 
have been kind of short and sweet and to the 
point. This one is a lot more thoughtful; a lot 
more care and consideration went into the 
writing. I think it’s probably our most cre- 
ative music as of yet.” 

He's not exaggerating. As a whole, the 
album moves with absolute fluidity from 









tied together by the final track, “Hold My 
Life Too,” with droning bass and a reggae- 
fied Our Mercury sound. “The last song real- 
ly is perfect for closing the album, in terms of 
content. The way it sounds on the album, the 
way it ends—it’s perfect, it’s beautiful,” 
describes Budd. 

The record's coherent flow is especially 
visible between the first songs, “It’s All In 
Me” and “Indecision” (intended as two takes 
on the same idea, meshed together musically 
by a shared organ/sax hook), and the sev- 
enth (“Brains”) and eighth (“Dead Night’). 

Through a mutual drum outro/intro, the 
sinister, sharp edges of a harder Bad Brains- 
influenced number shifts into a slow, buttery, 
melting bass-line augmented by organ tones, 
which, in turn, storm from an eerie calm to 
the crashing main riff from the Washington, 
D.C. hardcore legends’ classic, “Regulator.” 
The rhythm section then emerges up front; a 
long fade is overlain with chanting vocals, 
and the song morphs yet again, this time to 
an upbeat instrumental segment showcasing 
Mike Garth’s sax prowess. 

Bold and cre- 
ative, to say the 
least. “A bunch of 
the songs were 
written so we'd 
have an outro for 
one and that gave 
an idea to write a 
new song. That's 
the way we've 
been writing since September, for the most 
part. We're all into having records that sound 
cohesive, so it was completely intentional,” 
Nattrass asserts. 


COMPLETE CONTROL 

Ina return to the band’s roots (“We did 
recordings on four tracks way back when this 
band was just a hobby as opposed to our 
lives,” Budd says), the album was recorded 
in the living room of the Oliver-area house 
shared by three of the five Operators. It was 
an ideal situation—having purchased the 
necessary equipment and with no engineer's 
pay to worry about, the group was free to 
spend as much time as necessary to achieve a 
perfect outcome. 

“It’s the first time we’ ve had complete free- 
dom to take our time and to think about 
ng it made a huge difference—you're not 
‘on the clock,” Nattrass‘comments.

Jah rules 


Souljah Fyah’s eight queasy steps to forming a 
successful Edmonton reggae band 


THERE SHOULDN’T BE ANYTHING 
unusual about a reggae band from 
Edmonton. We've long outgrown the notion 
that things associated with the southern 
hemisphere seize up as soon as they hit our 
little snow globe. 

For some reason, though, Souljah Fyah 
still comes across as a novelty. Perhaps it’s 
because there is, in Edmonton, virtually no 
reggae scene at all. 

Last Tuesday, the band launched their 
self-titled-debut album at the Starlite Room. 
The turnout indicated there has always been 
a reggae fan base in wait. It also begs the 
question: why aren’t more bands, you know, 
jammin’ down in E-Town? 

Souljah Fyah singer/songwriter Janaya 
“Sista J” Ellis provided some enlightenment. 
As it turns out, putting together a 
Caribbean-vibe up here requires the right 
combination of discipline, enthusiasm, and 
unorthodoxy. 

Prospective reggae musicians, listen up. 


STEP 1: SCOUR RURAL ALBERTA FOR A 
SOLID FRONT WOMAN 

Thirty-one-year-old Ellis hails from Fort 
Saskatchewan. The daughter of a 
Trinidadian school teacher, she grew up sur- 
rounded by her father’s music: calypso, 
zouk, and, of course, reggae. 

“When you grow up in Fort 
Saskatchewan, it’s a whole different world,” 
she recalls. “Outside, everyone was wearing 
Metallica T-shirts, and when we'd go home 
it would be all Caribbean. 

“As a little girl I used to listen to Bob 
Marley and loved it, especially the song 
“Buffalo Soldier.” [Laughs] “I didn’t even 
know what the words meant, but I made my 
dad play it over and over.” 

Ellis’s dad was a founding member of the 
Trincan Steel Orchestra, and Ellis and her 
sister were two of the original members. 
They also played piano, a skill that Ellis 
rerouted to keyboards. 

“In 1999 | ended up teaching down [in] 
the islands where I met a bunch of musi- 
cians. That's where I decided I should be 
doing this full time,” she says. 

Back in Edmonton, Ellis started running 
“musicians wanted” ads and managed to 
assemble Paul “The Juice” Josse (keyboards), 
Bongbiemi “The Original Tribesman” Nfor 
(percussion), Derrick “Bassie-D” Sine (bass), 
Olivia “Lil Liv’ Street (guitar) and Kevin 
Prebushewski (drums).

right, but not a single one of her recruits had 
a slip of reggae on their résumés. Ellis, wh 
teaches elementary school, wielded her 
influence the best way she knew how: she 
set up a reggae school. 

“Tt was important to me that we started 
where it started: pure roots, the originals, 
stuff from the ’70s,” she explains. “The first 
order of business was listening. We listened 
to Steel Pulse, Bob Marley, Lucky Dube. . . | 
needed to learn, too, because I knew what 
sound I was going for but didn’t know how 
to describe it.” 


STEP 3: CHOOSE A GOOD MONIKER 

In Rastafarian, Jah is the name of God, or 
the universal spirit. 

“Soul,” explains Ellis, “is what's inside 
you, and Fyah is a good force of nature— 
strong and positive. We wanted something 
that was spiritual like reggae music in 
itself.” 


STEP 4: DO NOT ADD WATER 

Then there was the question of whether 
Edmonton was ready for the real deal. 
There's reggae, rife with deep rhythms and 
harsh social commentary, and then there's 
its more palatable radio-friendly cousin 

“For us, we make it as authentic as possi- 
ble because it doesn’t matter: you could try 
to please everyone and end up not pleasing 
yourself,” Ellis‘asserts. “Do what you love 
and those who are attracted to it will come 


STEP 5: PRACTICE WHAT YOU PREACH 

You'll not find a happier spirit than Ellis 
Shyly, she admitted that even when stuck in 
traffic, her natural inclination is to use the 
time to watch birds fly by or to hum a tune 
Road rage? Doesn’t happen. And when it 
comes to her music, fighting the power takes 
much the same approach. 

“The main vein that goes through my 
stuff is just that love is the answer and |it’s! 
the order of the day and the root of any- 
thing,” she'says. 

“T really do have strong feelings in the 
political realm. Some people's contribution 
would be to be an activist, and mine is to 
remain feeling happy and positive inside 
This is the way that I want to fight it.”

One of Souljah’s first shows was a ig a

“Only about ; " oa 
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invested that money and took the 
time to do it over a couple of 
months; learning recording tech- 
niques, being very aware of the 
big picture and of the production. 
Everyone in the band had avery 
heavy role in making this album. 
Everyone was involved in the big 
decision making, in terms of 
agreeing on song order and song- 
writing, and how to adapt certain 
songs to suit the recording bet- 
ter,” he says. 

Although Nattrass and Bud 
handled the album’s engineering 
and production, the band enlisted 
a bit of outside help to ensure the 
best sound possible. “We still got 
our friend Nik [Kozub, in whose 
studio the Operators recorded last 
year’s Power Version] involved in 
the mixing, mastering, and dub- 
bing of it, just to give it that more 
professional, serious quality,” 
Budd says. 


TO BE CONTINUED! 
The months of recording were 
intense and tiring for the band, 


Budd admits. “We started track- 
ing towards the end of February 
and then it was just kind of chip- 
ping away at it. There was a solid 
month where all of us were work- 
ing full time jobs, and we'd do 
that 40 hours a week and spend 
more time than that at home on 
recording.” 

It was a 24/7 project that was 
ultimately worth all the stress and 
sleep deprivation. Nattrass says, 
“There wasn’t a second that I was 
away from it, and I wouldn't have 
wanted to be either. It’s more 
rewarding that way.” Each 
Operator is extremely proud of 
the results. “I think it’s a mean- 
ingful snapshot of what our band 
has been since October when we 
moved into our place—our new 
focus, our direction, and our 
friendship,” Budd says. 

Nattrass concurs, “I’m com- 
pletely satisfied with it. I’m 
already looking forward to.doing 
another—I made sure everyone 
agreed to make a third record 
before we went ahead and 
booked the [upcoming August] 
tour. My favorite part is making 
records,” he enthuses.

“T usually leave a gig drenched 
with sweat,” she says. “I think 
that’s not going to happen for a lit- 
tle while.”

DEATH METAL BANDS GET NO 
respect. Actually, it’s fair to say their 
fans must be some of the most 
devoted in theworld, but in the 
heavy metal hierarchy, they're 
looked down on by critics and listen- 
ers alike, who deride the growly- 
singing, violence-obsessed lyrics and 
frequently disgusting visuals that 
adorn the average death metal 
album cover. 

Death metal musicians know how 
they're viewed by their peers. And 
you know what? They don't care. 
Alex Webster, bass player for

Cannibal Corpse, has been waving 
the death metal banner for 15 years 
and figures that the limited appeal of 
the music is comes with the territory. 


“Because it’s death metal, it’s 
unlikely that it’s going to get [a big- 
ger audience],” Webster says froma 
tour stop in Pennsylvania. “If we 
don’t change our style—and we're 
not going to—it’s unlikely to get any 
bigger. It is possible that the overall 
death metal scene could see an 
improvement in concert attendance 
and record sales, but I sort of doubt 
it. I's not the kind of music that’s for 
everybody.” 


BOOK OF DEATH 


For those not familiar with the 
form, death metal is mainly charac-

terized by an elusive quality termed 
“brutality,” which might include but 
is not limited to intense speed, virtu- 
oso musicianship, complicated 
arrangements, guttural vocals and a 
lyrical preoccupation with murder, 






darkness and evil, that’s what the 
sound of death metal should be. As 
long as you do that, then it’s pretty 
much limitless. The way you make 
your music in order to have it be 
dark, evil and aggressive is up to

physical mutilation and post- 
mortem procedures. Webster says 
the allure of the music is that, aside 
from these standard features, death 
metal is limited only by the imagi- 
nation and ability of the players. 
“Anger and hate mixed with 


you. You can just invent it. I 
wouldn’t want to play a traditional 
kind of music. We enjoy so much 
freedom in death metal, being able 
to kind of invent our own style. 
That’s how all death metal bands 
are—we' re writing the book on it as 












we go along.” 


PRO-LIFE OPPOSITION 

Cannibal Corpse has been refin- 
ing their approach over the course 
of nine albums, and they've 
attained a new pinnacle of velocity 
and intensity with their latest, The 
Wretched Spawn, which also feature: 
some deeply repulsive cover art— 
just the kind of thing that has 
caused Cannibal Corpse difficultie: 
in the past. Along with outright 
bans in various parts of the world, 
the band was required to sign a 
legal document in Germany 
promising that they would never 
perform any material from their 
first three albums in a live setting, 
as the German authorities consider 
the words “degrading to human 
life.” 

“It’s seems like most of the other 
countries have come around,” 
Webster says. “We used to be 
banned in Korea, we're not any- 
more, and I think in Australia and 
New Zealand there’s no long any 
kind of ban. But in Germany, 
they’re not coming around, and 
they won't budge.” 

These difficulties, and the fact 
that the band’s label, Metal Blade 
now releases two version of every 
Cannibal Corpse album with 
graphic and “tamer” artwork, 
hasn’t caused Webster or his band 
mates to reconsider their approac! 
If anything, people are taking it all « 
little too seriously, he says. 

“These days if a kid has comput 
er at his house and takes a little bit 
of initiative, he can see prisoners 
getting their heads chopped off and 
things like that without a great deal 
of difficulty. Considering how dire 
things are out in the real world, I 
think a band that has cartoonish- 
type violence going on like we do, is 
not something that should concern 
people that much. Some of the 
things we sing about are really 
graphic and horrible, but it’s not a 
lot worse than what's going on in 
the real world.”

And out in the real world, the 
members of Cannibal Corpse could 
pass for solid, if shaggy, citizens. 
Spawn comes packaged with a DVD 
that shows the band at work in the 
studio and at play. Aside froma 
proclivity for beer and discharging 
firearms, they’re not the menace to 
society you'd expect from the 
minds that conceived songs like 
“Blunt Force Castration,” “Hammer 
Smashed Face” and “Fucked with a 
Knife.” 

“| think we are pretty normal, as 
normal as you can be when you're 
singing about the kind of things 
that we do. But we just like death 
metal, we're not trying to convince 
anyone that we're maniacs or any- 
thing like that. Our music is mania- 
cal but as people we're pretty nor- 
mal. —— 

The DVD also evinces how diffi- 
cult and demanding the music is. 
Watching the tracking session for the 
impossibly complicated and fren- 
zied “Frantic Disembowelment,” 
you wonder how Cannibal Corpse 
hasn’t been sidelined with a collec- 
tive case of tendonitis. But Webster 
says it’s just another challenge that 
makes death metal so attractive to 
the rocker willing to push him/her- 
self. And translating that intensity 
live is the death metallist’s swom 
duty. 

“If you're going to do a proper 
death metal show, you should really 
be pretty tired by the time you're 
done. Even if you're well-fed and 
well-rested, you should do whatever 
it takes to physically wipe yourself 


out.” 


DEATH COMES REAPING 
Ultimately the many demands of 
death metal servitude can get to be 
foo much. Founding Cannibal 
Corpse member Jack Owen left the

band earlier this year, citing a loss of 
interest in the music and a desire to 
do something else—on the DVD, 
Owen is doing an acoustic version of 
a Hank Williams song. Webster says 
ithasn’t affected the rest ofthe 
band’s devotion to their grisly muse 

“We'd noticed for a few years 
actually that something was going 
on, but Jack has an interesting per- 
sonality, and we didn’t want to read 
to much into the way he was acting. 
We knew he liked other kinds of 
music, but so do the rest of us. We 
all like different things, but death 
metal is a priority. For him, he just 
really, really wanted to stop doing it. 
It was disappointing, but we're 
moving on just fine.” 

One of the rewards of playing the 
music they helped invent for so long 
is seeing the style taken up and 
expanded by the next generation of 
musicians. It may not make him 
Tich or famous or win him much 
respect outside of death metal cir- 
cles, but Webster seems to take a 
compensatory pride in Cannibal 
Corpse’s job well done. 

“There are some guys out there 
who are just shredding, who were 
like four years old when our first 
album came out, and now they’re 
19 and they’re kicking ass,” 
Webster says. “If we influenced 
some of these awesome bands, then 
I'm definitely proud. I see a very 
bright future for death metal, 
because it’s a kind of music that 
attracts musicians who want to 
push themselves, so it’s going to 
continue to grow.”

BRIAN-CONNELLY 1S BUSY MAK- 
ing a fresh pot of coffee. He hasn’t 
had much sleep in the past few days, 
but he’s up and at ‘em, cracking jokes 
and making sure his caffeinated 
“lifeblood” is hot and strong. “We 
just had a birth,” says Atomic 7’s 
front man/ guitarist, “So we're doing 
all the running around to support it 
and forgetting about everything that 
is involved with real life to get this up 
and out the door.” 

Connelly is referring to the band’s 
second album, released on Mint 
Records, en Hillbilly Caliente, an 
instrumental rock record filled with 
references to the ‘50s, surf rock, and 
lounge music. Hillbilly is the sort of 
album you don’t really want to put in 
the “surf rock” box, but you'd be 
hard-pressed not to. The easiest com- 
parison always seems to be the 
Ventures, something the band had to

come to terms with. Connelly, who 
prefers the Shadows, and who once 
wrote a song called “We're Not A 
Fucking Surf Band,” admits it just 
makes it easier for people who don’t 
know Atomic 7’s music to under- 
stand where they’re coming from. 


“If you're trying to tell somebody 
that you play in an instrumental 
band, and they’re looking at you like 
a dog looks at a hubcap, you just 
have to say, ‘Oh, kinda like the 
Ventures, and everybody goes, ‘OK, 
[understand now.” 

Connelly has always been fiercely 
anti-lyrics, and he reacts strongly to 
the singer /songwriter revolution 
instigated by the Beatles in the early 
‘60s. He prefers the “soundscape” 
approach that enables listeners to 
make up the story in their heads. 

“The entire band was a reaction to 
something,” he says about his three- 
Piece outfit. “We're just not sure 
what we were reacting to. It might 
have seemed funny at the time. In 
rock journalism [in the ‘50s and 
‘60s]|—if you played instrumental 
music you were a surf band. There 
was no distinction. They called the 


Ventures a surf band, and they’re 
from bloody Tacoma 

Surf band or no, it was only natural 
that Connelly become an instro-rock 
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live icT ss the stret fron lita 
player in the legendary lox and 
Wes Dakus and the Rebels, which 
surely had an impact—though he 
didn’t necessarily know it back then 
[My friends and I] knew he was a 
guitar player,” reminisces Connelly 
But we were into T-Rex at the time 
[laughs]. We couldn’t think of this 


guy with greasy hair and Gretsch 
guitars who lived across the street 
[and] who Id eventually turn into.” 

Though they might come across as 
martini-slinging cowbc vy surfers, 
Connelly, newly-added bassist 
Mandi Bird, and veteran drummer 
Mike Andreosso take their craft very 
seriously—but this doesn’t mean 
theyre too square to come up with 
snappy song titles such as “Funeral 
Hotpants” or “The Wreck of the Dick 
Family Wiener Boat” (a song 
inspired by one of Carolyn Mark’s 
family recipes, which Connelly man- 
aged to completely mishandle).

FOR 30 YEARS, CANADIAN POWER 
rock trio Rush has given us album after 
album of overblown and over-complicat- 
ed prog rock. Don't misconstrue this 
assertion as an insult. The fact remains 
that for all the pretension, for all the bloat- 


. ed rock operas with titles like “Cygnus 


X-1” and “The Temples of Syrinx,” Rush 
has released some pretty damn brilliant 
albums. From the haunting synths of 
Signals to the Ayn Rand-inspired rock 
fusion of 2772, and even with some of 
the more radio-friendly pop-rock 
attempts of 1993's mixed effort, 
Counterparts, Rush is a band with a lega- 
cy of innovation.

World of Dynamite represents these 
styles in separate “rooms.” Underground 
UK producers Skitz, Stone, and Fusion 
hold things down for Dynamite in the hip 
hop room, while Wookie, Outlaw Breaks, 
and the legendary Zinc roll in the 
breaks/two-Step room. 

One foot into the drum ’n’ bass room 
and it’s over. Two blistering exercises, 
courtesy of Roni Size, modern soul, cour- 
tesy of High Contrast, and “Hotness,” the 
already classic collaboration with Origin 
Unknown. The best is saved for last, 
though, as Dynamite hooks up with the 
straight-out-of-Estonia soul of Kalm. 
Kalm stretches classic soul strings and 
horns around a beat that morphs 
between hip hop and d 'n’ b for “Switch It 
Up.” This is incendiary stuff. Just don’t 
light a match, or you might end up a 
block or two down the street.

food more roundly denigrated than 
the humble hot dog. Imprecations 
about its composition—“lips and 
assholes” are commonly cited ingre- 
dients—as well as its abundance of 
fat, sodium, nitrates, and other toxic 
constituents. Not to mention the 
lack of redeeming nutritive qualities 
that mark our cultural discourse 
about “dogs.” 

But hot dogs represent much 
more than a questionable food 
choice, in my opinion. They’ re part 
of our pact with the earth; a tool of 
applied stewardship that enables us 
to demonstrate respect for the ani- 
mals we slaughter in such great 
numbers by using as much of their 
carcasses as possible, even the parts 
that are generally considered inedi- 
ble. “Meat by-products”—dig in! 

But perhaps this defense of the 
lowly wiener is unwarranted. After 
all, aren’t they a key foodstuff at 
low-budget barbecues and major 
sporting events? What would the 
came of baseball be without the 
grand tradition of the ballpark 
frank? It just goes to show that we, 
as a culture, have taken hot dogs to 
our hearts. (Ona related note: 
William M. Gaines, the late, great 
publisher of MAD Magazine, was 
such a hot dog enthusiast that he 
could legendarily discern different 
brands of wieners in a blind taste 
test.

Seperate ways 


Multiple beds can be sexy 


We CALL IT SLEEPING WITH SOMEONE. 


but having sex and sleeping together are 
two totally separate experiences, 

Asurvey by the British Sleep Society 
found that two thirds of the 400,000 people 
they questioned were suffering from a lack 
of sleep that was causing problems in their 
relationships. Half the respondents said 
they had been forced to sleep in a separate 
bed 


According to a survey by the National 
Sleep Foundation in the U.S., more than 
one in ten (12 per cent) married Americans 
sleep alone. 

It looks silly when we see Laura and 
Rob's twin beds on the old Dick Van Dyke 
Show, but for many couples, sleeping in 
separate beds—or more commonly, in 
separate bedrooms—is anything but. 

“We do that as often as possible,” one 
mother of three says without a moment's 





One woman | spoke to recently has been 
with her guy for 20 years, but, because he 
suffers sleep apnea, she simply can't sleep 
in the same room.

Still, conventional thinking deems it 
important to share a bed despite all your 
differences. That there is intimacy in sleep- 
ing together. That not sleeping together 
either implies trouble in paradise, or will 
lead to it. Sleeping together ina double bed 
is a cultural indicator that you're in love. 

Ironically, in Japan, there is a long-stand- 
ing tradition of couples sleeping in separate 
beds, apparently in part because a couple is 
in love. “He loves her too much that he is 
afraid that every [one] of his little movement 
might wake his wife up"; such was one 
explanation | found. 

And the mother of three insists that 
Sleeping apart enhances intimacy.

“Almost anything can be used to inflict tor- 
ture, from a bow! of water (for mock 
drowning) to a hood (for sensory depriva- 
tion). Preventing torture requires not 
silence about these facts but action to 


Hodgett, “and Amnesty International's 
researchers have found that the U.S. 
exports large amounts of electroshock 
equipment,” some 20 million bucks’ worth 
every year, “including to countries that 
have been documented as using such 
weapons to torture.” Single stun guns sell 
for as little as $20, RR, while Eros Tek’s 
products cost between $300 and $400 
“The upshot is that governments who want 


weapons find that there are many cheap 
sources... For the purposes of torture, 
there's no need to spend hundreds of dol- 
lars on an Eros Tek unit when the U.S. will 
allow the export of $20 high-voltage stun 
guns.”
